Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 and 20, drawn to a firearm, classified in class 42, subclass 6. 

II. Claim 11, drawn to a magazine release system, classified in class 42, 
subclass 49.01. 

III. Claim 14, drawn to a bolt stop system, classified in class 42, subclass 25 

IV. Claim 17, drawn to a firearm, classified in class 42, subclass 21 . 

V. Claim 25, drawn to a firearm, classified in class 42, subclass 6. 
Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 

this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the firearm claimed does not 
mention a magazine release pin and details thereof or a magazine release button and 
details thereof. The subcombination has separate utility such as it may be used on any 
firearm that has a removable magazine. 

Inventions I and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
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that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the firearm claimed does not 
require a bolt stop member, a bolt stop, a bolt stop pin, or a bolt stop button and the 
details associated with each of the above structures. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as a bolt stop system for any firearm comprising a bolt and a magazine. 

Inventions I and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions are not disclosed as capable of use together 
and have modes of operation. Invention I operates as a receiver and retainer of a 
magazine, while invention IV operates as a means for releasing the engager of a 
magazine (a bolt that strips off cartridges) and as a means for releasing a magazine 
that has been received. 

Inventions I and V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions are not disclosed as usable together and have 
different modes of operation. Invention I operates in cooperation with a slot in the 
receiver well configured to control movement of the tabbed magazine when inserted into 
said well. Invention V operates without such a slot and has a receiver well adapted to 
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receive a dual-featured magazine. Further, invention V operates as a magazine release 
system while Invention I does not. 

Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such 
as a magazine release system for a firearm. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions II and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because invention IV does not require a 
magazine catch or a magazine release pin and the details associated with each of these 
structures. The subcombination has separate utility such as a magazine release 
system for a firearm. 

Inventions II and V are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because invention V does not require a 
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second magazine release button. The subcombination has separate utility such as a 
magazine release system for a firearm. 

Inventions III and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because invention IV does not require a 
bolt stop member, a bolt stop, a bolt stop pin, or a bolt stop button and the details 
associated with each of the above structures. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as a bolt stop system for use with a firearm. 

Inventions III and V are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because invention V does not require a 
bolt stop member, a bolt stop, a bolt stop pin, or a bolt stop button and the details 
associated with each of the above structures. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as a bolt stop system for use with a firearm. 

Inventions IV and V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
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operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). in 
the instant case the different inventions have not been disclosed as capable of use 
together and have modes of operation. Invention IV operates as a means for 
releasing the engager of a magazine (a bolt that strips off cartridges) from both 
sides of a firearm and as a means for releasing a magazine from both sides of a 
firearm. Invention V operates as a receiver, retainer, and releaser of magazines. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
